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PREFACE TO THE FOURTH READER. 



The three especial features of the present volume are : 
The Minor Mode ; 

The complete treatment of all the Keys, Major and Minor; 
Three-part Song. 

Beginning with a brief but rapidly progressive review of Two-part 
Song in the nine Major keys, the relative Minor keys are presented in 
their proper order. 

The characteristic intervals of the Minor mode are gradually intro- 
duced in separate exercises for the purpose of fully impressing the pupils 
with the distinctive beauties of this tone relationship. 

The conclusion of the cycle of keys, i.e., the introduction in their 
theoretical order of all the remaining Major and Minor keys, will prove a 
valuable help in the grade to which this Reader is adapted. 

The unique method of teaching chromatic intervals adopted in the 
Third Reader is here continued. 

Three-part Song begins in the simple way familiar to the pupils who 
have studied the preceding Readers ; tonal and rhythmical combinations 
succeeding each other in graded order. 

On the last page of the Reader will be found a Diagram illustrating 
the derivation and interrelationship of the Major keys.
